Pre-Registration Period 
Set-Up For Kindergartners

An eight-day pre-registration period for children 
entering kindergarten for the first time this fall will be 
held in all elementary schools of the Los Angeles City 
School System early in September, it was announced this 
werk hy Associate Supwinten-o               ..._... 
dont Dr. Paul F. Shafer, ele­ 
mentary schooj's chief.

The pre - registration period 
will he held on weekdays start­ 
ing Tuesday, Septemher 4 and 
running to Friday. Septemher 
14. Registration will not he 
held on Monday. Septemher 10, 
when schools will close for oh- 
servance of Admission Day. 
Schools open Monday, Septem­ 
ber 17.'

Children entering kindergar­ 
ten in Septemher must he five 
years old on or hefore Decem­ 
ber 1. 1956, under provisions of 
the California Education Code, 
w'hile children entering the first 
grade must have reached their- 
sixth hirthday also on Decem- 
her 1. However, a court de­ 
cision has determined that, the 
next age is attained the day 
prior to the birth date. There­ 
fore, for admission purposes, 
t'hese- birth dates extend to chil­ 
dren born on the second as well 
as the first.

Children pre-registering must 
he accompanied by a parent, or 
guardian. However, for con­ 
venience of working parents, 
children may be registered by 
an adult so designated hy the 
parent or guardian.

Proof of age is required for 
admission to either kindergar­ 
ten or first grade. Acceptable 
documents are a birth certifi­ 
cate, a duly attested baptismal 
certificate, passport, health of­ 
fice or vital statistics record of 
birth date, or an affidavit of 
parent or guardian.

Children who attended kin­ 
dergarten last semester but. are 
not yet eligible for admission 
to fhe first grade need not be 
re-registered, since they will 
automatically he enrolled.

Children transferring to * 
school from a kindergarten in 
another Los Angeles city school 
will be assured automatically of 
enrollment. However, children 
transferring from a school out­ 
side the city system must be 
processed as if they were enter­ 
ing a kindergarten or first 
grade for the first time.

Although kindergarten wait­ 
ing lists are expected In a few 
fast-growing areas of the city,

the older children will be given 
seats first until class maxi­ 
mum* are reached. Those still 
not enrolled will be placed on 
waiting lists until vacancies 
exist. Last .Tune less than 550 
were on waiting lists for kinder­ 
garten although enrollment 
totaled more than 37,000. All 
children will N» accepted for 
the other grades, however.
